Pure soccer skill, the type that is 
natural for players like Crino, Giam- 
paolo and a few others, is neither pur- 
sued nor coveted by the vast majority 
of Australian boys. 


It’s simply not in their make-up to 
acquire ‘tricks’ which would stamp 
them as ‘showoffs’ in the eyes of their 
coaches — and other parents. 


So. the emphasis on skill-work 1s neg- 
lected and the boys, even the few nat- 
urally talented ones, begin to admire 
the same common virtues — strength, 
stamina, etc. 
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albeit that fighting spirit is evident as 


This aspect remains the Achilles 


heel of Australian soccer. We can pro- 
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ge. Sunshine-George Cross 
takes on Tasmanian side Ju- 
ventus Pioneer and even 
though the ‘Cross has plenty of 
problems, it should have the 
edge in class. 

The second game at Olym- 
pic Village; between Heidel- 
berg Alexander and Morwell 
Falcons should ‘be a cracker, 
judging by Morwell's great 
display in reaching the semi- 
finals of the Buffalo Gold Cup, 
losing to Croatia after extra 
time.

Visiting coaches talk about soccer in Israel, New Zealand, New Guinea 


Not much money 
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By STEPHEN DETTRE 


Coach Hans Rademacher says the prepa- 
ration of the Papua-New Guinea team was 
dramatically less than he would have liked 
and partially blames that for the team’s 


heavy losses. 


He was limited to a weekend torunament comprising the six 
provincial teams to select his basic squad of 25 and then hada 
two week camp with the players before they arrived in Austra- 
lia. 

“TI had to hope that the players who stood out during the 
national titles would be the best evar aynS he said 

“We also had problems once we the squad of 25 be- 
cause four of them weren’t able to afford the trip to the camp.” 

Rademacher, a West German who has lived in PNG for 23 
years, said PNG was possibly the last truly amateur bastion of 
soccer in the Pacific or even-the world. 

‘We have only one part-paid official in Port Moresby, and the 
rest are all honorary officials.** 

He said the PNG Association had to rely.on its own money- 
making resources. 

“The PNG government provided virtually no support fer 
sport — maybe half of a percent of its budget goes te spert- 

“AS a result we've got to battle for everything.”’ 

Every tournament in PNG was an expensive affair, he said, 
because the only way to travel in the country was by air. 

““And we have the most expensive air fares in the world. 

“To give you some idea, we had eight players from Keita (in 
the north of the country) and it cost $500 return to get each of 
them to Port Moresby,’’ he said. 

Rademacher said that things could change in the next few 
months, as a coach was being sent by the West German Govern- 
ment for a two year stintin PNG.S ‘‘His job will be mainly to 
set up some sort of coaching structure in the country, which 
would be a dramatic boost to the game there.” 

Rademacher said the average Papuan player had goed skills, 
“which they develop from just playing with the ball 

“They all love to play, but our {the coaches) big problem i is to 
instill in them some idea of tactics."’ 

Rademacher said the side has been badly caught out in its 
first two matches because “‘they ended up ball watching.” 

PNG lost 5-1 to Fiji in the opening game and then 6-0 to Israel. 

“When they stuck to their tasks they looked okay and were 
doing well’’ he said. 

“I was expecting a victory against Fiji. I was very dis- 
appointed with that result. 

“Their concentration lapsed and that was all both the Fijians 
and then the Israelis needed 

*“‘Inexperience is our big problem. 

“We need to be able to take these players to tournaments 
around. the Oceania zone, and let them get an idea of what tough 
competition is like 
“But, of course, that takes money and that’s something we 
have precious little of ”’

“I never speak to my 
players about tactics,’ he 
said. “Players don’t under- 
Stand tactics and in any case 
they should not be asked to 
understand them.

“These days footballers are 
brainwashed by too much 
tactics and too much machin- 
ery, to the degree where they 
forget how to play football. 

“And the amazing thing is 
that tactics do not necessarily 
bring success. The German 
teams are among the most tac- 
tical in the world. Yet in the 
European Cup, for instance, 
apart from Hamburg’s victory 


“two seasons ago, they haven't 


done much in recent years. 

“They are unlike the Eng- 
lish teams, which are the least 
tactical in Europe, particular- 
ly Liverpool, the least tactical 
of them all,” said Mirmovitch. 

The lack of preoccupation 
with tactics will be welcomed 
by soccer's purists, although 
that won't stop Israel and 
Mimovitch from putting up 
stubborn resistance on Austra- 
lia’s path to World Cup quali- 
fication 

Mirmovitch represented 
Israel at the age of 16 as a

centre forward and outside left 
and for many years played for 
Maccabi Tel Aviv, probably

After retirement, he first 
became national coach in the 
early ‘60s, winning the Asian

1964. He resumed those duties 
with the national team three 
years ago. 

To be the coach of a country 
constantly ravaged by war, po- 
litical upheavals and economic 
instability, must be a thank- 
less task — as it must be for 
anyone wishing to choose 


- Soccer for a career in that 


country. 

During the World Youth 
qualifiers one of their players 
was asked what future he sees 
for himself in Israeli soccer. 

“After this tournament I go 
back and join the army,’’ said 
the player who is just 17 years 
of age. “After that I might 
pursue my soccer career, but 
that depends on whether I’m 
still alive,” he said with com- 
plete seriousness. 

No less than seven of Is- 
rael’s World Youth squad were 
borrowed from army studies 
to be brought to Australia and 
the demands of the forces con- 
tinually put a crippling dent in 
the country’s soccer ambi- 
tions. 

Players are inducted at 18 
and are released at 21, having 
spent, in soccer terms, three 
of their most important years 
away from the game. 

Nonetheless Israel regularly 
mounts its World Cup cam- 
paign which, let's remember 
has never yet been impeded by

Arok was originally due to 
travel to Spain to watch the 
European World Cup elimina- 
tion match between Spain and 
Scotiand in Seville — either of 
whom could be potential oppo- 
nents for the Socceroos on the 
road to Mexico in 1986. 

ut Iast week he learned 
from Israel’s national coach 
Joe Mirmoviich that the Is- 
raelis would play a full inter- 
national against the Republic 
of Ireland on February 27. 

“That happens to be the 
same day as the Spain-Scot- 
land match, which is unfor- 
tunate,”’ Arok said. 

“But it’s much more im- 
portant for me to see the Is- 
raelis in action, as they will be 
our first hurdle.” 

Arok said the ASF worked 
overtime to get the necessary 
visas and permits for him to 
visit Israel. 

He was planning to leave at 
the same time as Mirmovitch. 

He said the Israeli coach 
placed great importance on 
the youth team, and that was 
the reason he had decided to 
travel to Australia with them, 
despite the proximity of the 
Ireland game. 

“He said I was most wel- 
come to see the game,”’ Arok 
said, 

“T was completely surprised 
when he told me about the 
match, and of course I im- 
mediately informed the ASF 
that we had to switch our 
priorities from the Spain-Scot- 
land game, 

“I’ve never seen this Israeli 
side play and it’s vitally im- 
portant that I see them in 
action as many times as I can. 

“You can only see so much 
on television.”’ 

Arok said there would be 
plenty of time to scout out both 
Spain and Scotland, as both 
had matches to come in their 
group. 

“In fact, if Spain wins that 
match then I can probably con- 
centrate all my attention on 
Scotland,” Arok said.

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I first met Mirmovitch at 
Nottingham Forest's City 
Ground last November where 
he was spying on New Zealand 
who met the England B team. 


Always generous in his com- 
ments on his coming protago- 
nists, he described the Kiwis 
as ‘“‘fast, powerful, endowed 
with good spirit and plenty of 
ambition”’ 


But he spied on the Aussies, 
too, catching their games in 
Manchester, Nottingham, 
Glasgow and Udine, and was 
most impressed 


‘“‘Not many teams are 
capable of beating British 
teams in Britain. Australia 
should be more than happy 
with those results,”’ said Mir- 
movitch. 


“The Australians are far su- 
-perior to the New Zealanders 
in skill and seem to have all 
their spirit and ambition. They 
will be very tough to beat.” 


A department in which the 
Australians have grown re- 
cently in Stature is seif-belief. 
But that ‘is probably where 
Frank Arok.meets his match 
in Joe Mirmovitch and the Is- 
raelis. 


Israel's spirit of survival, so 
crucial in its very existence as 
a nation, you can be sure 

‘filters through to its national 
soccer team. And it certainly 
dominates the methods of Joe 
Mirmovitch who holds self- 
belief to be the singular most 
important component in a 
national team’s make-up.

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New Zealand youth 
coach Doug Moore 
wishes his country 
could boast as big a 
migrant population 
as Australia so it 
could produce 
players with British 
physical attributes 
and European and 
South American ball 
skills. 


Moore says one of the big 
drawbacks to the development 
of soccer in NZ was the lack of 
skilled ballplayers, though 
there were several in the 
current youth team 

“But we lack the sort of 
crop you have in Australia,’’ 
said Moore. 

“We just don’t have the sort 
of migrant population from the 
Continent and South America 
that has produced the talent 
you are now reaping.” 

He said one incident in 
Sydney last week at a training 
session highlighted the differ- 
ence between the Australian 
and New Zealand scenes. 

“We were having our train- 
ing run and I noticed a team of 
youngsters at the other end of 
the field with their coach — 
just a local team 

““But I could hear the 
coach’s voice in the distance 
and I knew he was of European 
origin. 

“He was Keeping his players 
moving all the time — and 
each of them had a bali 

“I just watched him for a 
while and thought, ‘When will 
we have that in New Zea- 
land’.”’ 

He said one of the big 
‘troubles in youth soccer in NZ 
was that a great percentage of 
the coaches were fathers who 
had decided to lend a hand 
with the local side. 

But, as Moore said, they had 
been brought up on a Rugby 
culture, and they just were not 
equipped to pass on the 
nuances of soccer.

He talked at length about 
the lack of skilled ball players, 
of the battle with the other 
football codes te get the ‘choi- 
ce’ players and of a lack of 
money to finance tours and 
tournaments. 

“Let’s not make any bones 
about it. Rugby is king and will 
always be king,”’ he said. 

Moore said the current 
youth side was a classic 
example of the physical attrib- 
utes of New Zealanders and 
also epitomised the way rugby 
had permeated the country’s 
culture. 

“Several of the players are 
double county reps — they've 
represented their country in 
both rugby and soccer. 

“And there are a couple 
who've played international 
rugby.” 

Moore said soccer was, how- 
ever, starting to win one 
major battle: it was starting 
to compete with rugby for the 
best athletes. 

And he said that was an im- 
portant victory. 

“A few years ago it was a 
case of the best athletes at the 
age of eight and nine being 
shepherded into rugby, and 
those left over being given a 
round ball and told to: ‘Go play 
soccer or something’ 

“Now, because of the in- 
creased prestige of soccer, 
we're able to attract better 
players and get what I call the 
‘natural talents’ into the 
sport.”’ 

Moore said the success of 
the senior side in qualifying 
for the World Cup in Spain in 
1982 still was being felt 
throughout the code. 

“Where we benefitted more 
was at a grass-roots level, be- 
cause the kids could see there 
were rewards in senior soccer 
that are just not possible in 
rugby." 

Moore said he was confident 
the current squad would pro- 
duce four or five players who 
would progress to the senior 
team 


He said he had made a great 
many enemies in NZ by 
castigating associations and 
coaches who fielded young 
players in a ll-a-side matches 
on full fields 

“It’s a totally useless thing, 
doing that to the kids,”’ Moore 
said, 


“We're gradually getting 
people to realise that the kids 
have to be encouraged to parti- 
cipate, to get to play with the 
ball, and if there’s 22 of them 
charging around a huge field 
they soon get bored.”’ 

He said criticism of the 
current team’s physical ap- 
proach was unjustified. 


“This side is strong and 
bases its game on solid 
defence, hard tackling and a 
no-nonsense, direct approach 
to goal 

““We’re sort of like Watford, 
if you want a comparison,” he 
Said.

And yet, without consid- 
erably raising the skill factor 
in our game, from the earliest 
possible age, Australian 
soccer will never rise above 
the average — probably not 
even that high. 

As long as the present rules 
remain, soccer will always be 
a game of skills, with the phy- 
sical attributes merely 
making the expression of these 
skills possible. 


All the stamina, power and 
speed in the world aren't 
worth twopence on their own 
in soccer. In sprinting, weight- 
lifting or marathon running — 
perhaps 

I do wish our coaches would 
keep this in mind every day 
and every hour when they 
handle very young players 
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THe lead-up to the final 
dramatic Sunday had a great 
deal of interest, too. 


BY round three, midweek, 
the tournament was beginning 
to look like a soccer overdose 
— and some teams were show- 
Ing signs of fatigue. But not 
New Zealand whose easy yet 
om pressive 11-0 whitewash of 

apua New Guinea was a sad 
indication of the overall stan- 
dard of these likeable Oceania 
members. 


PNG was pleasant, if a regu- 
lar, loser After their murder 
by the Enzedders, the PNG 
players walked off the field 
wearing huge grins and smiles 
as if they had expected some- 
thing a lot worse. 


Then came the first big 


shock. Fiji, which three days. 


earlier, had totally disgraced 
itself against Australia, now 
faced Israel in a different 
mood. 


Far from repeating their 
mad, uncontrolled vitus dance 
which duly earned them a rep- 
rimand from their own associ- 
ation and press, the Fijians 
this time showed us their 
abundant skill — and discipline 
— and could consider them- 
selves a trifle unlucky with the 
scoreless draw. 


Australia, in the third 
match, had only some very 
ordinary opposition in Taiwan 
— yet the 3-0 win was anything 
but convincing. 


The weather was gradually 
getting less and less pleasant. 
By round four last Friday, 
Sydney was experiencing early 
autumn with a cool drizzle. 


Taiwan registered its first 
win, beating Fiji 2-1, with the 
Fijians again showing signs of 
their slumbering temper. 


Israel then managed to stay 
in the race — but just: down 
0-2 against New Zealand, it 
came back to win 4-2. 


There is little doubt that the 
harsh sending off of Kiwi de- 
fender Mike Irving was the 
turning point of the match. In 
a brief 15-minute spell, Israel 
scored four goals and snatched 
victory from the Enzedders. 


Finally, it was Australia’s 
turn to run up a cricket score 
against Papua New Guinea. 
But, it seems. Australia can’t 
run up cricket scores even in 
cricket and the best it could do 
was a modest 6-0 


Even for that it has to thank 
Chris Kalantzis, who contrib- 
uted four of the goals. 


Several of the young Aussies 
were disappointing. Most fans 
in the small crowd felt that 


even an average team should 
have beaten PNG 16-0, not six. 
kk 

New Zealand came to the 
series with a team which ap- 
peared to have been cloned in 
a Munich beerhall: almost all 
the boys were tall, strong, 
blond and blue-eyed. 

lf you didn't know this was 
1985, you could have believed 
you were seeing a platoon of 
Hitler Jugend, maybe the 
‘Boys from Brazil’ 

On top of that, the young 
Kiwis were incredibly tough 
and rugged, possibly the most 
physical of the six teams, ina 
largely sporting way. 

And I use the word ‘spor- 
ting’ for a reason. Fiji's dis- 
play against Australia was 
quite the most hair- -raising 
seen in Sydney for decades. 


The usually placid and good 
natured Fijians, as though 
high on doped kava, stormed 
into the match with minutes of 
indiscriminate kicking. 


Several of their players de- 
liberately and repeatedly 
hacked down Aussies behind 
play. 

One of the Fijians, Evans, 
twice came withineinches of 
smashing the ball in the face of 
the little Taiwanese referee. 


Sadly, not once could we see 
any sign of caution from the 
Fijian bench; none of their of- 
ficials seemed to try to calm 
down their players who were 
clearly out to cripple as many 
of the startled Aussies as they 
could.

The Australian 
players would have 
cut short the farce 
that interrupted their 
match against Israel 
simply by telling 
referee Ming-Chren 
Chen that Chris Ka- 
lantzis had not scored 
a goal, but hit the 
side netting. 

Was it honorable that the 
Australians were prepared to 
accept a goal that had not 
been scored? 

Has sportsmanship fallen 
victim to blind ambition? 

These are the questions 
prompted by the fracas which 
lasted eight minutes before 
Chen finally changed his mind 
and decided it hadn’t been a 
goal after all. 

During that time, some of 
the Israeli players had to be 
restrained by team mates as 
they screamed their protests 
at Cheng and Fijian linesman 
M. Singh. 

Kalantzis cannot be blamed 
alone, although he admitted 
after the game that he knew 
immediately that the ball had 
not gone in. 

“While I was still down on 
the ground after my header, 
the other guys said: ‘Quick, 
run to the middle, He’s giving 
a goal.’ So I went with the 
others to the middle. If he 
wanted to give us a goal, I 
wasn't going to argue.’ 

Throughout the ruckus, the 
Australians were grinning like 
Cheshire cats. It wouldn't have 
been such fun, though, had the 
Israelis’ rage been translated 
into violence. 

Chen reaffirmed his deci- 
sion that a goal had been 
scored even after the wild pro- 
tests had prompted him to con- 
sult linesman Singh. 

It is not clear what finally 
changed his mind, but Israeli 
coach Yosef Mirmovitch fig- 
ured that Chen and Singh hada 
communication problem, as 
neither can speak the other’s 
language. 

It was 1-1 at the time of the 
incident, and a draw was 
enough to put the Australians 
into the finals. 

Alex Bundalo went on to 
score twice to give Australia a 
3-2 victory in what will go 
down in Australian sports his- 
tory as probably the most 
eventful match yet staged 
here. 

Australia plays with two 
Strikers — Kalantzis and Lou 
Hristodoulou — and two flan- 
kers, in this case Alex Bundalo 
and John Panagis. Israel had 
played 4-3-3 in previous match- 
es, but now adopted a much 
more defensive approach, with 
five men at the back. and only 
two up front. 

Nir Klinger, who had played 
in midfield in earlier matches, 
marked Hristodoulou, and 
Haim Levy marked Kalantzis, 
with captain Lior Rosenthal as 
sweeper. Right back Moshe 
Mostrel was on Panagis and 
David Herslikovitch on Bun- 
dalo. 

With only Moshe Izenberg 
and Yaron Cohen up front, 
Israel effectively allowed 
Australia to take the initiative. 

Peter Petkovski and John 
Gregson returned to the Aus- 
tralian team at the expense of 
Alex Tobin and Sian Ingham, 
while David Sharpe, who had 
come in for the previous 
match, retained his place in 
centre midfield. With Ingham 
out, Bundalo moved from 
centre midfield to the right 
flank and excelled. 

Melbourne’s two represen- 
tatives, John Kanesoulis and 
Robert Markovac, again were 
on the bench. 

There was to be one change 
at half time, with Tobin 
coming in to replace Gregson 
who had pulled a hamstring. 

It quickly was evident that 
Israel regarded Kalantzis as 
the danger man. Everywhere 
he went, Levy did too.

Australia had a sustained 
period of pressure from about 
the 10th to 13th minutes, 
during which Israel was 
unable to get forward. There 
was, however, one particular- 
ly dashing piece of play by Kli- 
nger, who dispossessed Ka- 
Jantzis, stormed down the left 
touchline, cut inside, dodged a 
tackle and played a pass 
which, unfortunately, was 
intercepted. 

Cohen, three-goal hero of Is- 
rael’s first game against Tai- 
wan, broke past his marker, 
Gregson, in the 15th minute, 
but Australian sweeper 
Andrew Bernal, solid as a rock 
throughout the match, cut him 
off smartly. 

Another star was Israeli 
goalkeeper Lavy Kuznitzy, 
who is destined for a brilliant 
international career. The first 
time he was called upon, he re- 
acted confidently by running 
outside the penalty area to 
head clear in front of Panagis. 

And when Bundalo broke 
away on a through ball from 
Robert Hooker and then 
squared into the middle for 
Kalantzis, Kuznitzky was 
there again to snuff out the 
danger. 

His best save however, 
came in the 18th. minute when 
he repelled a towering header 
from Kalantzis. The ball fell 
for Gregson whose sliding shot 
hit the bottom of the post! 

The Australians were play- 
ing with irrepressible enthu- 
siasm and energy, and in the 
24th minute Israel was 
scampering every which way 
to smother a succession of 
shots inside the area. Finally 
Bundalo picked it up as it was 
repelled out of the area, and 
blasted a powerful drive 
centimetres over the bar. 

At the other end, Australian 
goalkeeper Paul Jones came 
out of his penalty area to 
punch the ball away in front of 
Cohen. The referee awarded a 
free kick for handling and Alon 
Natan, Israel’s star mid- 
fielder, bounced his shot into 
the net off the far goalpost. 
Israel led 1-0, yet Australia 
had had most of the play. 

The lead lasted only three 
minutes, though. Mike apis 
non, the left back who ser Va 
for Nunawading City before 
joining the Sports Institute, 
sent a free kick into the 
middle from the left. Koznitz- 
ky was unable to grab it in the 
air, and Kalantzis pounced 
with a header. 

Referee Chen made a 
Strange decision soon after 
when he gave an indirect free 
kick to Israel, over Hooker’s 
challenge on Natan inside the 
penalty area. Hooker was 
pressuring Natan, who had his 
back to the Australian, but had 
done nothing wrong. Certainly 
he wasn't obstructing Natan — 
which would have justified an 
indirect free kick. If Chen 
thought Hooker had com- 
mitted an offence of a differ- 
ent kind, then it should have 
been a penalty, That, of 
course, would have been ri- 
diculous, so one can’t help 
feeling that Chen didn’t really 
know why he had whistled, but 
having done so, wanted to 
avoid compounding the mis- 
take. 

Jones provided a moment of 
comic relief when he raced to 
the corner of his area in pur- 
suit of a high ball, amd was 
left scanning the sky, not 

knowing where the ball was, as 
it bounced off Cohen's back. 

Israel had gained the upper 
hand by the 35th minute, show- 

ing more poise, holding its 
ground well and making good 
use of the bal! — especially 
Natan and Izenberg. 

But Kalantzis remained a 
big threat. In the 39th minute, 


Hristodoulou headed the ball 
down, and Kalantzis came 
Storming in, at the same time 
as Kuznitzky. They collided, 
and Kuznitzki required treat- 
ment. 

Israel launched two dan- 
gerous raids just before half 
time. First Cohen got the 
better of Hooker but his shot 
was held by Jones, then Izen- 
berg, on a square ball from 
Mostrel, sold a dummy and re- 
leased the ball for Natan who 
came storming through from 
behind. Jones mustered all his 
courage and pounced on the 
bali in front of Natan. 

Tobin was marking Cohen in 
Gregson’s absence after half 
time, and the blow-for-blow 
cqontest continued. Bundalo 
broke away and his pass left 
Kalantzis facing Herslikot- 
vitch whose tackle resulted in 
a free kick to Australia. It was 
repelled by the defence, but 
came out to Panagis whose 
shot brought a brilliant save 
from Kuznitzky. 

Hooker and McLennan who 
was named man of the match 
later, were excelling in 
defence for Australia as Israel 
became more menacing but 
then came that farce over the 
goal that wasn’t. Hristodoulou 
provided the cross which Ka- 
lantzis headed into the side 
netting. 

Chants of “‘AUS-TRA-LIA, 
AUS-TRA-LIA”’ spurred on the 
home team when play finally 
resumed, and they must have 
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inspired Tobin who showed 
faultless timing in tackling 
Cohen who looked certain to 
shoot Israel into the lead. 

But thoughtfulness went out 
of the game, it was all physical 
effort, hand-to-hand combat, 
and hoping for the best. The 
pressure was simply too great 
to expect subtlety at this 
stage. 

Cohen steeled every sinew 
as he charged goalwards in the 
75th minute, outpacing McLen- 
nan and Bernal, but his shot hit 
the post! 

Four minutes later, Ka- 
lantzis dug into his reserves of 
persona! brilliance and fight- 
ing power to start the move 
that put Australia ahead 2-1. 

Kalantzis burst past tackles 
by Mostrel, Levy and finally 
Klinger before crossing into 
the middle where Bundalo 
latched onto the loose ball and 
blasted it into the empty net, 
after Kuznitzky had come out. 

Israel, however, equalised 
only a minute later, with a 
devastating drive from 20 met- 
res, just under the crossbar. 

With 10 minutes to go, Israel 
needed a goal to go to the 
finals; Australia had to hold 
on. Israel came close with a 
header by Rosenthal that went 
across goal. 

Then Australia struck again, 
just before the match ended. 
Petkovski won the bali in a 
tackle and slipped it to Bun- 
dalo who cut inside a defender 
and placed it past Kuznitzky-

Andrew Bernal, the tall Australian defend- 


er, much like David Ratcliffe of St George, 


added a new dimension to this Australian side 
| which won comfortably against an inept Tai- 


wal. 


Bernal scored the second goal of the match after a goalmouth 
scramble and was close to scoring on at least two other occasions. 
He also was the most effective defender in the Australian team, 
not only during this match but for the first three matches in this 
tournament. 

Taiwanese players came at Australia early and it was then that 
Bernal showed his outstanding defensive qualities to keep out 
eager opponents. And Peter Petkovski and Alex Bundalo added to 
the problems of Taiwan with strong games in midfield.

In the 60th minute it was time for the ‘‘Greek connection’’ to 
seal it. Kalantzis, the tormentor of Taiwan weaved his way 
through to the edge of the penalty area, drew a defender, before 
pushing his pass to an unmarked Hristodoulou. Taiwan's goalie 
came out but Hristodouiou found the corner of the net with a well 
placed shot.

The National League will push for new 
import regulations under which clubs would 
be able to sign up to three players from over- 


seas this year. 


The blueprint for change came from the Victorian Soccer 
Federation, whose chairman Michael Weinstein was at the 
NSL's meeting in Sydney at the weekend. 

Any change has to be agreed upon by the ASF, but Weinstein 
believes such approval will be given. 

Under present restrictions, NSL and State League clubs are 
allowed to have three temporary visa players on their books at 
the one time but they may not sign more than one new player a 


year from overseas 


If, after signing one overseas player, a club still has vacancies 
for visa players. it may recruit them from among those tied to 


other local clubs 


The proposal to.be put to the ASF is that a club should be able to 
fill its three-import quota any way it wishes. 

This would result in a greater supply of players. Ideally, it 
would boost attendances — as, presumably, these players would 
be of good quality — and help control transfer fees which have 
been pushed up by a shortage of talent on the local market.

One year ban for 
NZ youth coach 


New Zealand youth coach Doug Moore has 
been suspended for 12 months from inter- 
national competition. 


The suspension, which was announced on Monday bans Moore from 
taking part in any international tournaments 2s 4 representative of the 
New Zealand Football Association 

The FIFA judiciary committee began an inquiry into complaints 
against Moore's behaviour after Israel had defeated New Zealand 4-2 in 
the World Youth Championships Oceania elimination series at St George 
Stadium last Friday night. 

Australian Soccer Federation executive director Brian Emery said the 
report had charged Moore with offensive behaviour and threatening ref- 
prea lan Moule of Papua New Guinea as he left the field at the com- 
pletion of the game. 

‘Moore's accreditation to this tournament has been withdrawn and 
his suspension from all international football is operative from Monday,” 
said Emery. 

The New Zealand Football Association will hold an inquiry into the

Martyn Crook makes no 
bones about it. His attitude 
was ali wrong when he 
| made his last appearance; 
in goal for Australia. That 
was in early 1983, when the 
Socceroos lost to New Zea- 
land 1-2 in Auckland and 
0-2 in Melbourne — results 
that were to be used later 
as excuses for the sacking 
of national coach Les 
Scheinflug. 


Crook played a total of 13 games for 
the Socceroos, including nine full 
internationals, in China, Taiwan, Sing- 
apore, New Zealand and at home. Al- 
though he’s now making a comeback 
with West Adelaide Hellas after an 18- 
month lay-off, he doubts that he’ll ever 
play for Australia again, 

And that’s a shame. Of course it 
remains to be seen whether he can re- 
capture his best form, but in his 
prime, he was one of the best goaikee- 
pers Australia has had. From 1977 to 
1981 inclusive — a total of five con- 
secutive seasons — he was named in 
| “Soccer Action’s” all-star NSL team 

of the year as No. 1 goalkeeper in the 
nation. 

Unfortunately, on his own admis- 
sion, Crook’s attitude and enthusiasm 
have not always matched his talent. 

Even now he has a few self-doubts. 
“What worries me most is that I spent 
more than a year out of the game, and 
I didn't miss it at all,”’ he said at his 
Adelaide home, after a day killing 
pests. He and a couple of partners 
started a pest control and insulation 
business — one of the reasons for his 
long absence from the game. To build 
up the business, they do allt the work 
j themselves rather than hiring staff, 

with the result that he couldn't find 
enough time to train. 

Recalling his last two games for 
Australia, Crook says: “‘My attitude 
was going wrong at the time. I’d been 
playing 12 months of the year and I 
was fed up with the training and so on. 
1 didn't do myself justice, and I guess I 
wasn’t in the right state of mind to be 
playing at that level. After the New 
Zealand series, I had a knee injury and 
missed many games, which resulted in 
) West Adelaide buying Gary Sproul 
from Adelaide Croatia. Then I came 
| back, had one bad game in six — 
against Newcastle — and was 
dropped. I made myself unavailable 
for the last four games of that 1983 
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left, and [ was out for the whole 1984 


season. 

“I don’t think 171] ever play for Aust- 
ralia again. ’ve got to worry more 
about getting myself fit and trying to 
win the West Adelaide goalkeeping 
position from Gary Sproul. That will 
be hard enough.” 

In many ways, Crook still feels the 
hangover of the West Adelaide-Alan 


Vest split, but he stresses that his days” 


of getting involved in contentious club 
matters are over. 

“Graham Honeyman and I were re- 
sponsible for Alan Vest coming to Ad- 
elaide. The club wanted to build a new, 
winning team, and when we were 
asked to recommend the best possible 
coach, we suggested Vest. And we 
stuck by him even after the split, with 
the result that we got a bit of back- 
lash 

“Vest bought Graham Heys, Alan 
Boath, Steve Sumner, Paul Wormley 
and Mick Brennan, we won the Ampol 
Cup and we finished seventh in the 
league — which was an improvement, 
but then Vest was crucified because 
we had three or four different sectors 
within the team stabbing each other in 
the back, which didn't help much out 
on the field. 

“T was fed up with all the coaching 
upheavals and all the bickering and 
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never having a settled team. I got in- 
volved over the years in letting my 
opinions be known when probably I 
should have kept my nose out. Now my 
specific aim is to keep out of all that 
and concentrate on playing.” 


He's still managing only two nights 
of training a week, but the club is put- 
ting up with it. At 28 he should have six 
or seven years left at the top, but all 
he'll say is: ‘Who knows?” 


One suspects that the declining 
quality of Adelaide’s NSL teams 
doesn’t do much to inspire the players’ 
confidence and enthusiasm. In 1977 
Adelaide City Juventus was the most 
heavily supported team in the nation, 
and in 1978 West Adelaide Hellas won 
the championship, but things have 
changed dramatically since then. 


In discussing the reasons, Crook 
offers a few random thoughts: 

“For years and years, the Greek 
and Italian communities put their 
money in, but eventually they got sick 
of it because they didn’t see their 
teams being successful. They want to 
feel part of a competitive team that 
also offers entertainment, but in order 
to get such a team, they have to allow 
someone to build it. No-one can per- 
form miracles overnight. Look how 
long it took South Melbourne to buy a 
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they did; they bought it by signing 
every top player available. 

‘‘In 1977 and 1978 our two teams 
were as good, if not better than the 
others in the league. And the players 
were of a much more mature age 
group than the inexperienced young- 
sters we have at the moment. Pillans, 
McGachey, Reynolds, Jones and Kos- 
mina were guys people wanted to 
come to see. Dixie Deans put 5000 on 
Adelaide City’s gates by himself. Now, 
if you go to the ordinary guy in the 
Street and ask him who Malavasos, 
Konstandopoulos or Panagis is, and he 
won’t be able to tell you. We played 
with a bunch of 16-year-olds last year, 
and although they're all very promis- 
ing, they didn’t have the power to get 
out of it when things went wrong. 

“Adelaide clubs just can't afford to 
buy players from the eastern States — 
a Katholos, Raskopoulos or Kosmina, 
say — to boost the gates, so it will take 
quite a while to replace drawcards 
like the Mitchells, Bozan¢ics and 
Deanses of the past 

“The solution now is to stabilise, 
and to make sure the one coach will be 
around for at least three or four years. 
If a committee picks a coach who, in 
their opinion, is the best available, 
surely their opinion can’t change in 
only one season. It takes three years to 
build and mature a team of young 
players.”’ 

Crook was born in England but has 
played all his soccer in Adelaide. He 
thinks that may have been a mark 
against him because the South Aus- 
tralians who decided to move to 
Sydney — Kosmina, Todd Clarke, Vic 
Bozanic, David Mitchell — not only 
got into the national team, but also got 
greater exposure and more money. 

Crook joined Para Hills at 17 and 
joined West Adelaide in 1976. A broken 
wrist kept him out of action for most 
of that year, so it wasn’t until 1977 that 
he got the chance to strut his stuff. 
That was the first season of the NSL, 
and the first time he was named Aus- 
tralian Goalkeeper of the Year by 
“Soccer Action.” 

Whether he climbs again to those 
dizzy heights probably depends on 
whether West Adelaide gets it all to- 
gether. Frank Worthington would 
help, but there’s still doubt about his 
proposed guest stint, and the rest 
depends on the younger players having 
learned from the experiences of 1984, 
and the form of new striker Gary 
Price, bought from Croatia. 

Honeyman, fronting up for his ninth 
season with West Adelaide, will play 
as sweeper, while Neil McGachey will 
concentrate on coaching and won't 
take the field except in the case of an 
emergency. Tim Brown, Chris Manou, 
Brenton Hiern and 17-year-old Les Ma- 
tiscsak from Campbelltown City are in 
contention for the stopper’s position. 

Manou will play midfield if he 
doesn’t play stopper, and his hen- 
chmen there probably will be Atsalas, 
Stamatelopoulos and Panagis, while 
up front we have Price and Konstan- 
dopoulos. A big bonus for West Adel- 
aide was Ian McGregor’s decision to 
keep on playing after all. He'll be in 
one of the full back positions, where 
his experience will be valuable.

South Melbourne Hellas’s new president, 
Jim Diamataris, has advised fans not to worry 
about the team’s form so far. ‘‘“Some of the 
players came back from holidays with beer in 
their guts,’’ he joked. 

“Seriously, we've had a few injuries and.so on, but we'll be up 
there with the best.”” 

Diamataris, 50, a big wheel in the fish processing business, was 
elected president last week to replace Leo Anezakis who did not 
stand. Bill Georgiantis is vice-president and Chris Christopher 
chairman, and the three will share the leadership resonsibilities. 
The committee numbers 15. 

Diamataris came to Australia from Greece as a 14-year-old and 
played as a midfielder for Hellenic from 1953. Hellenic later 
amalgamated with South Melbourne to become South Melbourne 
Hellas 

He stayed with the club to serve on the committee under all 
three presidents so far — Theo Marmaras, Sam Papasavas and 
Leo Anezakis. 

He agrees Hellas has made mistakes over the years — like con- 
tinually turning over its playing and coaching staff — but wants to 
forget about the past and look instead to the future. 

“We have a democratic committee and if it makes mistakes, at 
least they will be mistakes made by the whole committee, not 
just one person,”’ he satd, 

Diamataris aims to keep Hellas as strong as ever club-wise and 
team-wise, and is confident that ail of the 1984 players, plus Vlado 
Bozinovski who returned from Yugoslavia during-the off-season, 
will sign new contracts. 

However, he ruled out the possibility of signing a big-name 
player from Greece or England. ‘‘We’ve bought Gary McDowell 
who’s an excellent player and we would look at any top forward 
who became available locally, but how can you get a well-known 
name from Greece if he can get 10 times more money over 
there?” He added that signing players on guest stints would only 
bring short-term gains, but would not solve the problem of stead- 
ily declining attendances throughout the NSL. 

Diamataris, like his predecessor Anezakis, would prefer an 
elite 14-team NSW structure to the present north and south 
divisions.

George Stadium Iast Sunday in the World 
Youth Cup elimination series, Spink’s sus- 
pension from national duty ended. 

He was suspended after returning from 
the Merlion Cup late last year as a result 
of allegedly urinating into an ashtray ina 
shop in Singapore. He doesn’t want to talk 
about the incident, rather, he now is trying 
to erase that blot on his budding career as 
quickly as possible. 

“I was aware when I got back to Aust- 
ralia that I would be ed in some way 
by the Australian Soccer Federation. It 
was Jim Shoulder (national youth coach) 
who phoned me early in January and told 
me that the ASF had suspended me for the 
elimination series but Jim told me to keep 
working hard at my game and that he 
wouldn’t forget me.” 

Makedonia beat Heidelberg, Melbourne 
Croatia and Canberra in the race to sign 
Spink. Heidelberg first contacted Spink in 
May last year after the national youth 
titles but by the season’s end Makedonia, 
Croatia and Canberra were chasing him 
too. Understandably so, for his out-

player in Victoria, making his senior 
debut for Doveton in the State League that 
same year, starring for Victoria in the 
national youth titles and going overseas 
with the Australian Institute of Sport team 
during his two-year stay in Canberra. 

So why did he choose Makedonia? 

‘Money didn’t have anything to do with 
it but having Bill Murray as coach did. 

‘I've known Bill for quite some time, 
actually that season that ] made my senior 
debut with Doveton (1982) I first met Bill 
and I know that he’s a good coach and that 
he does a lot of work on his players. 

““Bill’s not a screamer but he gets his 
points across really well. He makes every- 
thing so clear and he lets you know exactly 
what he expects of you. I enjoy his train- 
ing. There’s a lot of variety in it and what 
he does makes sense.”’ 

Makedonia signed Steve Smith from 
Box Hill last week. Smith, winner of the 
1984 Bill Fleming Medal and “‘Soccer Ac- 
tion’s”” Schipano award as State League 
Player of the Year, is a class performer. 
He’s vying with Spink, Sean Lane and 
Gary Cole for a place in Makedonia’s 
starting line-up and already there’s been 
much press speculation about how Murray 
will accommodate all four strikers. 

“Yeah, we certainly haven't got a short- 
age of strikers. 

“Bill said that depending on how things 
are going, he might use all four of us ina 
game, or three, or only two of us. We don’t 
know yet, but there’s going to be a lot of 
pressure on us to perform which can only 
be a good thing for the club.” 

Spink was born in Luton in England and 
came to Australia in the late 1960’s, He re- 
turned to England when he was six then 
came back to Australia as an 11 year old, 
settling in Melbourne with his parents. 

The first of his two clubs here was 
Doveton. He started off in the under 12's 
and within a few years his goalscoring 
ability elevated him to senior player 
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Status and also won him a spot in the Vic- 
torian under 15’s. 

“Tan Petherick was coaching the Vic- 
torian under 15’s and he gave me my first 
go in representative soccer Ian was a 
good motivator and I gained a lot of self- 
confidence from playing under him. He 
always was constructive with us young- 


' sters.’’ 


Spink made his senior debut for Doveton 
against Northcote. Ernie Merrick was 
coaching Doveton then and that season, 
after bringing out striker Ian Stirton and 
midfielder John Dowie from Scotland, 
Doveton staged a fighting finish to nar- 
rowly avoid relegation. 

“J Jearned a lot from Ernie Merrick. 
Playing in the firsts was a big thing for 
me, being so young. I kind of got thrown in 
at the deep end and I was very, very 
nervous about playing but I came through 
it okay. 

Spink still takes a keen interest in Dove- 
ton’s fortunes, even though the club was 
relegated from State League last year. 

‘‘When I was in the institute, l always 
kept a check on Doveton’s results and 
when I had a break and came back down to 
Victoria, I played the odd game in Dove- 
ton’s reserves to keep fit. 

“‘Doveton seems to have gone downhill 
over the past couple of seasons which is 
sad to see. There’re a lot of new faces at 
the club and I don’t really know a lot about 
things down there anymore but I'd like to 
see them pick up again.”’ 

Spink first was spotted by AIS coaches 
Shoulder and Ron Smith at the national 
under 16 titles in 1982. Shoulder invited 
Spink to take a place at the institute in De- 
cember of that year. 

“‘Jim (Shoulder) rang me and asked me 
to go to the institute. It was a big move for 
a youngster to make, what with leaving 
home and all that but I took only 10 
seconds to make up my mind and off I 
went to Canberra ’’ 

And it's there that Spink’s raw talent 
was moulded, refined and honed during 
hours of hard work. 

“‘The facilities at the AIS are first class 
and Jim and Ron are great 
coaches. Under them, my fin- 
ishing improved 1060 percent. I 
was trying to break the net 
before I went there but I 
learned to be much more calm 
and controlled. 

“But boy, it was a lot of 
hard work. We used to get up 
at about 6am and train until 
7.Wam concentrating on gen- 
eral fitness. Then it was off to 
school and back for training at 
about 4.30pm until 6.30pm. 
That second session was all 
about ballwork. 

“I had a great two years at 
the institute and I really did 
learn a hell of a lot but at the 
end of last year I felt that it 
was time that I tried to make 
it in the big league. 

“J spoke to Jim and Ron 
about it and they supported my 
view.”" 

Makedonia wanted Spink to 
sign for more than a year but, 
as he explained to club presi- 
dent John Branov: “You never 
know what’s going to happen in 
a year. You mightn’t be happy, , 
you mightn't have had a good 
year and therefore you might 
want to move. But if every- 
thing goes okay, I'll be only too 
ready to sign again.”’ 

The way things are shaping, 
both Spink and Makedonia look 
set for a good year. 

‘I've been impressed with 
what I've seen so far. We've 
got a good squad and there’s a 
great spirit amongst the lads. 

“T haven't been overly im- 
pressed with the other sides in 
the Buffalo Gold Cup, although 
I thought Green Gully showed 
a lot of character to fight back 
against us and against Croatia. 

“From what I've seen so 
far, 1 see no reason why we 
can't be right up there this 
year.”

Marconi made hard 
work of defeating Inter 
Monaro 4-2 at Quean- 
beyan’s Seiffert Oval. 

It wasn't until well into the 
second half that Marconi 
began to click. 

Monaro, still team building 
and said to be about to add 
Marconi’s Rick Budini to its 
squad, has the nucleus of a 
workable NSL outfit. 

In fact it was Monaro that 
led first when new signing 
Chris Thamnides brilliantly 
pulled down a Giampaolo 
cross to squeeze a shot past 
Marconi keeper Bruce James 
in the 37th minute. 

It wasn’t until the 60th 
minute that Marconi’s big 
centre back Steve Calderan 
finally found the net, with 
Brown making it 2-1 just four 
minutes later. 

And in the 69th minute Mar- 
coni had the perfect oppor- 
tunity — a penalty — to score 
again, but David Lowe's mis- 
erabe attempt was easily 
saved by Monaro’s goalkeeper, 
Michael Hocking. 


In the 7lst minute Tham- 
nides struck again — inasmuch 
as it was his brilliance that 
laid on Monaro’s second goal. 
Thamnides Jeft Calderan for 
dead and hard working mid- 
fielder Billy Willox got a toe to 
his cross to make it 2-2. 


Only nine minutes of the 
game remained when Marconi 
went to the front again. Teen- 
ager Martin Driene squared 
the ball to Brown whose 
dummy surprised everyone 
and left Lowe perfectly placed 
only metres out and Lowe this 
time didn’t miss his chance, 

In the 83rd minute it was 
Monaro’s turn to be awarded a 
penalty — and like Marconi 
they missed when James, 
saving superbly to his right, 
saved the spot kick from~ 
Walter Valeri. 

Driene completed the score- 
line just five minutes from full 
time. 

Best for Monaro were 
Thamnides, Willox and Fran- 
cis, while Henderson and 
Calderan excelled for Marco- 
ni

Evaristo only has been back 
in his native country a few 
months having left a $572,500 a 
year post in the Qatar to take 
charge of Rio club America, 
but was drafted by the Brazi- 
lian federation when its first 
two choices, Tele Santana and 
Mario Zagalo became unobtai- 
nable. 

Santana could not secure a 
release from his Saudi Arabian 
employers Al Hilal and Zagalo 
stated that family consid- 
erations precluded him from 
the job. 


Evaristo the player made 
his mark originally with Salva- 
dor in Bahia state, before join- 
ing Flamengo and helping it 
become the Rio champion of 
1954 and 1955. 

Moving across the Atlantic, 
he served both Real Madrid 
and Barcelona, gaining an 
Inter Cities Fairs Cup win- 
ners’ medal with the latter. 

This stint in Europe rest- 
ricted Evaristo to 73 caps and 
8 international goals (inclu- 
ding two hat-tricks). 

The Brazilian was enticed 
to Qatar in 1979 and immedi- 
ately set about constructing an 
all-embracing coaching pro- 
gramme which elevated the 
little Sheikdom of 230,000 in- 
habitants from Arabian Gulf 
also-rans to a power in Asia 
within five years.

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Cosmos are dead! 






By PAUL GARDINER who 
has covered the NASL since 
its inception in 1967, as a 
commentator on telecasts for 
the three major U.S. tele- 
vision networks. 


It hurts to say it, but the North 
American soccer league is dead. 
Not, perhaps, quite as dead as the 
proverbial doornail. But dead 
enough. Dead in the sense that it 
has lost its spirit, its vigor and its 
promise; dead in the sense that it 
can continue existing only as a 
faint shadow of what it once was. 


At the NASL’s New York headquarters on the 
Avenue of the Americas, once a warren of bus- 
tling offices that spread over two floors, the staff 









. is down to a paltry six. In the largest of the few 


remaining offices, enveloped in a dense cloud of 
cigar smoke, sits — or more likely, paces — the 
interim president, Clive Toye. 

He is trying to conjure up enough clubs to put 
together a 1985 season. In the unlikely event that 
he can suceed, itis clear that such a season would 
be a short, low-budget affair that would entail a 
dramatic drop in the calibre of operations and 
level of play that the NASL established in its halc- 
yon days of the late 1970's. 

Almost certainly, it would be a season without 
the Cosmos. For so long the very symbot of 
glamor and quality in the NASL, the Cosmos are 
now in deep financial trouble, searching franti- 
cally for investors to prevent an imminent 
colJapse. 

Yet it was only 10 years ago that the same 
Cosmos — then managed by Toye — sparked off 
the soccer boom of the ‘70s by signing Pele. The 
dramatic coup shoved the sport of soccer firmly 
under the nose of the American public. It worked, 
no doubt about that. Within two years, the Cosmos 
were drawing crowds of more than 70,000 at 
Giants Stadium, and the NASL grew to 24 clubs. 

It was an undeniably feverish growth, as the 
NASL tried to do in the space of a few seasons 
what had taken the National Football League 40 
years. The rat race was on within the NASL, and 
the name of the game was keeping up with the 
Cosmos. Other clubs began spending lavishly — 
and usually not too wisely — on imported foreign 
Stars. 

To cope with skyrocketing player-salary bud- 
gets, the NASL had to get a national television 
contract. That came in 1979, with ABC. It really 
did look as though the final piece was in place for 
the triumph of soccer. 

The turning point came quickly, just one year 
later. After the 1980 season, ABC — discouraged 
by poor ratings — did not renew its contract. The

number of NASL clubs dropped to 21, and the slide 
to oblivion was on. The owners had had a glimpse 
of the promised Jand, and it didn’t look that good 
after all. Profitability was still a distant prospect, 
national television had come and gone, attendance 
was stagnating, expenses were getting higher. 

By then, the NASL was finding out that its ten- 
tative efforts to encourage the development of 
Americanplayers were backfiring. A new gener- 
ation of young Americans was with the clubs, vo- 
ciferously opposed to the very idea of expensive 
foreign imports. This new breed of home-grown 
players came with agents and they were backed 
strongly by a flagrantly partisan players’ union. 
They demanded and they got high salaries. The 
expense spiral corkscrewed its merry way 
onward and upward. 

When Howard Samuels was brought in as the 
NASL's president in 1982, he had but one task: to 
bring financial sanity to the league. He was horri- 
fied by what he found — a lack of fiscal responsi- 
bility, owners who would not implement his bud- 
get-control ideas. ‘‘They’re crazy,’’ he said, ‘‘and 
then they complain about the huge losses and 
threaten to get out of the sport.”’ 

By then, the NASL was a league that had dan- 
gerously overreached itself and its problems 
could be — indeed, had to be — defined solely in 
financial terms. 

But the NASL always had had other problems, 
unique to soccer, that it had never solved, and in 
some cases had never really faced up to. A basic 
difficulty was that of introducing a new sport to 
Americans — with the selling to be done by people 
who, by and large, had very little intimate know- 
ledge of that sport 

Pitifully few of the NASL’s owners ever dis- 
played more than a superficial grasp of the essen- 
tial nature of soccer. They saw it first and fore- 
most as something that was widely popular every- 
where else in the world, a commodity that could 
be marketed for the American audience. 

Soccer is not a commodity. I¢ comes with a 100- 
year history of intense human involvement. Itisa 
sport that seems to call for a peculiarly intimate 
and passionate involvement with its fans. But 
there is no such thing as instant intimacy. It takes 
time to develop, it needs a history. And that was 
something that the American public could not 
bring to soccer. It is just that intimacy that allows 
the world’s soccer fans to forgive their sport its 
excesses and its aberrations, to overlook its short- 
comings. 

The aberration that American owners could not 
forgive was that soccer was too inconsistent a 
game. When it was good it was very good but when 
it was bad it could be deadly dull. 

The boring games were — quite rigaly —a 
source of much concern to the NASL owners. 
Searching for a solution, they focused on goal- 
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The 1984-85 versions of the 
three major European club com- 
petitions may well end a number 
of long standing anomalies. 

Biggest of these is the fact that mighty 
Juventus, in the view of many people the 
world’s best club side for two years, never 
has won the trophy it prizes above alf others 
— the European Champions’ Cup 

Almost equally incongruous are the failures 
of Cologne and Everton, who between them 
can boast 18 domestic honors, to reach a Eu- 
ropean final 

The record of Manchester United, the most 
popular club of them all, being involved in just 
one trophy decider presents one more irregu- 
larity 

Juventus should have little trouble taking 
another step towards its long, sought-after 
goal when meeting Sparta Prague in the quar- 
ter-finals. 

Sparta was distinctly unimpressive in the 
earlier rounds and is unlikely to be at peak fit- 
ness, having just completed a mid-season 
break 

Lack of recent activity also will be a prob- 
lem for Dnepr Dnepropetrovszk which meets 
the talented Bordeaux of Giresse, Tigana, La- 
combe, Chalana and Co 

The steelworkers’ club, which finished third 
in the recently completed Soviet First Divi- 
sion, is renowned for its counter-attacking 
style, but probably will find that the French 
have too much flair 

Bordeaux now seems the likeliest potential 
stumbling block for *‘Juve’’ between now and 
the May 29 final 

FK Austria has some useful players in its 
side, notably playmaker Herbert Prohaska 
and Hungarian Tibor Nyilasi, recently con- 
verted to striker, yet lacks depth and ex- 
perience 

Panathinaikos, beaten finalist in 1971, 
cannot be confident of repeating that perform- 
ance this time round and may even find Swe- 
den’s IFK Gothenburg too big a hurdle to 
clear 

Much will depend upon the Greeks’ capacity 
to contain Tobjorn Nillson, who has scored six 
goals in the competition already 

Larissa, Greece's other survivor, will be 
the underdog too in its European Cup Winners’ 
Cup clash with Dynamo Moscow 

Fortuna Sittard also must be delighted and 
surprised to have reached the last eight and 
will regard further progress as a bonus. It 
fields just one ‘‘name™ player — Frans Thijs- 
sen, whilst opponents Everton can justifiably 
claim to be the best balanced combination in 
Britain at the current time. 

Prior to this season, Everton’s second in

The start of the Bayern Munich v AS Roma 
enounter will be its robable opponent on May 
15. 

Bayern has been producing some out- 
standing football in the Bundesligna, whilst 
the Romans’ form this season generally has 
disappointed under coach Sven Goran Eriks- 
son, but the talent within the team is such that 
it must come right soon. 

On paper, Manchester United appears to 
have too many guns for Videoton, but the Hun- 
garians, league leaders in their own country 
for much of the season, produced a string of 
impressive results in earlier rounds. 

Internazionale Milan 1S enjoying an ex- 
cellent season and a UEFA Cup triumph 
would be welcomed as confirmation of its 
return to pre-eminence 

In Liam Brady, Karl-Heinz Rummenigge 
and Sandro Altobelli it has world class play- 
ers, but Cologne can boast individuals of the 
calibre of Toni Schumacher and Pierre Lit- 
tbarski 

This could be the tie of the round in any 
competition, though the game between Tot- 
tenham Hotspur and Real Madrid is equally 
exciting to contemplate 
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scoring and all manner of largely silly ideas were 
advanced to increase the number of-goals. But 
here the owners ran into another obstacle that in- 
furiated them. The ultimate control of soccer's 
rules lies with the Federation Internationale de 
Football Association (FIFA). And this group — a 
foreign group, if you please — refused to allow the 
brash Americans to play with the sport’s rules. 

The only other method, it seemed, to guarantee 
top-class, exciting soccer, was to keep on signing 
up the world’s top players. 

Frustration, boiling over into apoplexy, was 4 
common condition among NASL owners. It is not 
a condition that can be sustained for too long, and 
the NASL inevitably has had a high level of tran- 
sient owners. Only once, in its 18-year history, has 
the league fielded the same lineup of clubs in con- 
secutive seasons. Without club stability there was 
never any league identity and the rivalries — so 
essential for this sport wandering, traditionless, a 
foreign land — never developed. 

Despite repeated assurance from owners that 
“‘we’re in this for the long haul, we’re going to 
stick it out,” not more than half a dozen have 
shown any long-term persistence. Most simply 
folded these tents and crept away. 

Others, frustrated in what they saw as their at- 
tempts to Americanise soccer, turned to indoor 
soccer, where FIFA’s control is less well defined, 
and where rules can be changed to suit what is 
seen as “‘the American way.” 

The rise of the indoor game, represented by the 
Major Indoor Soccer League, was the final blow. 
As the NASL tried to cut its player salary budgets, 
the MISL began outbidding it for players. The 
result has been the loss of many of the NASL’s top 
players to the MISL. 

Undeniably, the attempt to impose a new sport, 
soccer, at the pro level has failed. For now. What 
the NASL has accomplished is to spread the sport 
throughout the United States, to plant the roots 
that were so lacking when it started in 1967. 


All over the country, in Florida, in Texas, in 
California, in Oregon, in New York, the anomaly 
is that youth soccer is flourishing as never before. 
Add to that the evidence of last year’s Olympic 
Games when crowds of more than 100,000 turned 
out to watch the soccer tournament, and it really 
does appear that there is strong hope for a future 
pro soccer league in the United States. 


But not right now. The only hope for the NASL 
is to keep the flag of the pro sport burning until the 
current soccer-playing youth, the boys and girls, 
become parents. At that point, soccer will begin to 
have the tradition that it lacks in this country. 


For the moment, the fans are not there in suffi- 
cient numbers, and the NASL has learned that 
Sam Goldwyn was right — “‘if they don’t wanna 
come, you can’t stop them,”’

The winner, 
former Scottish and APIA 
player, George Blues, took 
out the coveted award with 
23 points. 

It also was introduced in 
Tasmania that year with 
John Kirkpatrick of South 
Hobart winning with 26 
points. 

Since 1970 the Rothmans 
award for the best and fair- 
est player has been ex- 
panded to take in Western 
Australia (1971), Victoria 
(1972), Queensland (1976) 
and South Australia (1978). 

Voting for the Rothmans 
award will be conducted by 
the match referee, with 
points being awarded on a 
3-2-1 basis.
